This of course is good news for men 
who have been trained in any of the spe- 
cialized lines of work necessary in the 
making of munitions, the construction of 
plants and the creation of military estab- 
lishments of all sorts. They will be glad 
of the chance of employment, and equally 
glad to be employed at something that will 
help the nation’s war effort.

The board of 
censors had allowed the 
film to be shown, but upon 
court action being taken 
by a few citizens, it was 
ruled that the movie could be screened only if 
eighteen obnoxious scenes were deleted, This 
was done, but when one owner advertised Hedy 
Lamarr in one of these forbidden scenes, all 
theatres were prevented from exhibiting the 
famous European film. 

In r states “Ecstasy” was banned com- 
pletely, though its sensational success in Europe 
does not seem to have corrupted the morals of 
that continent, Citizens of Baltimore felt it wag, 
more sensible to have the whole film banned 
than to put it in storage because someone had an 
ad in the paper a judge did not like, Judge 
Adams finally ordered the prohibitive injunc- 
tion vacated, upon application of the owners of 
the film. But the deleted eighteen scenes must 
still be neither screened nor advertised. 

Movie lovers should be grateful for the com- 
mon sense policy pursued by our local chief 
censor, Robert Pearson. The best tribute to his 
efficiency is that even theatre owners in Edmon- 
ton, whose pictures he cuts, speak of him with 
a good deal of respect.

Raymond B. Fosdick, president of The Rocke- 
feller Foundation, in a portion of the Review 
of the activities of the Foundation for 1939, 
discusses the effect of the first World War 
and the current conflict on institutions of 
learning and research, especially those in 
Europe. 


“The mounting catastrophe in Europe and 
its effect on* universities and laboratories in 
every country there—whether involved in the 
war or not—have nécessitated modifications in 
the work of The Rockefeller Foundation,” the 
Review says. 


“When the war broke out on the first of 
September, 1939, the Foundation had 110 run- 
ning appropriations in Europe, distributed in 22 
different countries, and involving a total sum 
in excess of $4,000,000,” the Review continues. 
“A substantial part of these appropriations was 
for research in various scientific fields. Nearly 
$2,000,000 of the total was for work in Great 
i 1; approximately $750,000 was allocated to 


zerland; $330,000 each to France and 
Sweden; and the balance in smaller amounts 


ranging down to $3,500 in Finland. 

“In a Number of instances work supported 
by these appropriations is being continued on a 
level that has been but le affected by the 
war. For example, Heilbron’s research in organic 
chemistry to which the Foundation is contribut- 
ing at Imperial College, London, is still going 
forward. Niels Bohr’s work in biophysics at 
Copenhagen and Svedberg’s studies with the 
supercentrifuge at Uppsala are also only in- 
directly disturbed. The Tavistock Clinic in Lon- 
don where the Foundation is financing research 
in psychosomatic medicine is proceeding, thus 
far at least, without serious interruption. Sim- 
ilarly, work in the general field of neurology, 
under grants from the Foundation, is being 
carried on at the Universities of Brussels, 
Leiden, Lund, Oslo anc
